THE LUCAS-DODSON FAMILIES 


Reminiscences of Two Families Who Have Lived in Fayette and 
Marion Counties from Their Beginnings to the Present Day 


By Silas Emmett Lucas, Jr, 


When Fayette and Marion counties were still sparsely populated 
by the white man and the Indian roamed over most of what is now 
Alabama, two families, among many, came from South Carolina with 
their children about the years 1820 to 1825 to Tuscaloosa County and 
then later into Fayette County, then known as Sanford County. - 


The earliest of the Lucas ancestors in Fayette County was Charles 
Daniel Lucast who came from, in or near, Lexington County, South 
Carolina where he had Lucas kin, along with seven of his ten children, 
Charles Daniel Lucas is known to have been a deacon in Springhill 
Baptist church in Tuscaloosa in 1880 and 1840 before he finally moved 
into Fayette County. It is said that he once killed a panther with his 
bare hands in the vicinity of Demopolis, Alabama. It is not definitely 
known where Charles D. was born but, according to 1880 Alabama 
census records of three of his children, he supposedly was born in 
Kentucky. He was supposed to have been a large man, about 
6’4” to 6’6”, and once about 1875 his grave was dug open by grave 
robbers, most likely searching for skeletons for the medical schools. 
However, these ghouls or grave-robbers were scared off and his bones 
replaced and his grave re-fixed. To further illustrate the wildness of 
this area of Alabama, Charles Daniel is buried in the woods with six 
Indians near Newtonville, on the Mince Hughes place, land which 
Charles once owned, His wife, Mary, is buried at Springhill Baptist 
Church Cemetery in Fayette County in a now unmarked grave. 


About the turn of the Twentieth Century, my grandfather, the late 
Silas Watts Lucas of Fayette, had a first, or even more distant, cousin 


1 At the time this article is going to press, research is still being done on the 
ancestors of Charles Daniel Lucas and one more generation has been uncovered. 

Charles Daniel Lucas, who came to Alabama, was the son of Charles Lucas, 
Senior and his wife Dorcas who were living in Bladen County, North Carolina as 
early as 1784 and in Robeson County, North Carolina up till 1800—between 1800 
and 1810 they were living in Marlboro County, South Carolina and here they pre- 
sumably died about 1810. According to early records, Charles Lucas, Sr. and 
wife Dorcas were born before 1755 but it is not known where either came from 
originally. 

The only other relative of Charles Daniel Lucas, who came to Alabama, 
La ss lg discovered was a brother William Lucas, born about 1769 and died 
abou A 

This William Lucas and his family settled in Lexington County, South Carolina, 
where many of his descendants still live.

It has been through the relatives of this cousin, 
Macon Lucas, that I have been able to locate a possible point of origin 
of Charles Daniel Lucas and more of his South Carolina Lucas rela- 
tives. In fact, on a visit to the surrounding counties of Columbia in 
that state in 1957, I met through a cousin, Murdock F. Lucas of Cayce, 
four generations of Charles Daniel Lucases at one time.

Thomas Dodson was the son of Charles Dodson, 
born about 1649 and died before February 6, 1705 in Richmond County, Virginia 
and his wife Ann who was born about 1654, All data on Dodsons is authenticated 
by copies of deeds, wills, marriage records from above named counties in Virginia 
and South Carolina. : 

Also, much credit should be given Mr. Lewis Carr Henry of Washington, D. C. 
whose wife descends from James Dodson, a brother of above William Dodson and 
who himself, descends from a sister of Sarah (Pyles) Dodson. 

My most humble thanks go to my Aunt and Uncle Jennie (Lucas) Webster and 
Murry Lemuel Lucas of Winfield, Alabama, without whose help and patience and 
consideration, this undertaking would never have been possible, Aliso my deap 
thanks to all relatives who have given of their time and knowledge to help to the 
basic data I had in Bible records, 
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about 1781 in Fauquier County, Virginia, but then living with his 
wife, the former Sarah Pyles (Piles), and their family in Abbeville 
County, So. Carolina, left S. C. and settled on the Black Warrior River 
near a small landing place on the river bank that is now known as 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama. It was about the year 1828 or 1880 that 
William Dodson and fourteen of his fifteen children moved into what 
is now the present Fayette County—his son the Rev. Ruben Dodson 
married and stayed in Tuscaloosa, County while the others sought 
their livelihoods in Fayette, Marion and Lamar Counties, It was on 
May 4, 1841 that Sara (Pyles) Dodson died and was buried in Hope- 
well Baptist Church Cemetery in Fayette County, Ala. and on March 
28, 1870 that William Dodson was buried beside his wife. It has been 
gaid that during the War Between the States, William Dodson had 
serving in the Confederate Army, fifty-two sons, sons-in-law, grand- 
sons and grandsons-in-law. This is quite a record for anyone but 
more remarkable than that is, today his descendants number more 
than twelve thousand persons—living and dead.

DIVERSIFIED OCCUPATIONS 
By J. L. Madison* 
HISTORY AND DEVELOPMENT 


The real growth of vocational education in the United States began 
in the latter part of the Nineteenth Century. Prior to that time 
several mechanical schools had been established, both in the United 
States and Europe, but little attention had been given their potenti- 
alities, However, in 1876, when the world-wide Centennial Exposition 
was held in the City of Philadelphia, the American people were 
awakened to the fact that European craftsmen were far superior to 
their own, As a result, a great deal of interest was aroused in 
industrial arts training for American youth. For a short time 
thereafter the new program enjoyed a great deal of success, but soon 
there arose a dispute involving the proper methods of teaching the 
yarious subjects within the education curriculum. One group aligned 
themselves with the “Mental Discipline Theory” and the other 
supported the idea of specific education. The former group contended 
that a great variety of skills should be developed and then transferred 
to actual work situations after the student had quit his formal train- 
ing; the other emphasized instruction in techniques and procedures, 
From the latter there evolved the idea of on-the-job training,

i Treaty of Limits between the United States of America and the 
\ Chakiaw Nation of Indians. 


Tuomas Jerrerson, President of the United States of America, by 
James Robertson, of Tennessee, and Silas Dinsmoor, of New Hamp- 
shire, agent of the United States to the Chaktaws, commissioners pleui- 
potentiary of the United States, on the one part, and the Mingoes, 
Chiefs and warriors of the Chaktaw nation of Indians, in council 
assembled, on the other part, have entered into the following agree- 
ment, viz: . 

ARTICLE J. The Mingoes, chiefs, and warriors of the Chaktaw nation 
of Indians in behalf ef themselves, and the said nation, do by these 
presents cede to thé United: States of America, all the lands to which 
they now have or ever had claim, lying to the. right of the following 
lines, to say. Beginning at a branch of the Humacheeto where the 
samme is intersected by the present Chaktaw boundary, and also by the 
path leading from Natchez to the county of Washington, usually called 
MW Clarey’s path, thence eastwardly along M’Clarey’s path, to the east 
or left bank of Pearl river, thence on such a direct line as would touch 
the lower end of a bluff on the left bank of Chickasawhay river the first 


above the Hiyoowannee towns, called Broken Bluff, to a point within. 


four miles of the Broken Bluif, thence in a direct line nearly parallel 
with the river toa point whence ar east line of four miles in length 
will intersect the river below the lowest settlement at present occupied 
and improved in the Hiyoowannee town, thence still east four miles, 
thence in a direct line nearly parallel with the river to a point on a line 
to be run from the lower end of the Broken Bluff to Faluktabunneeon 
the Tombigbee river four miles from the Broken Bluff, thence along 
the said line to Faluktabunnee, thence east to the boundary between the 
Creeks and Chaktaws on the ridge dividing the waters running into the 
Alabama from those running into Tombighee, thence southwardly along 


the said ridge and boundary to the southern point of the Chaktaw claim. 
Reserving a tract of two miles square run on meridians and parallels 


so as to.include the houses and improvements in the town of Fuketchee- 
poonta, and reserving also a tract of five thousand one hundred and 
twenty acres, beginning at a post on the left bank of Tombighbee river 
opposite the lower end of Hatchatigbee Bluff, thence ascending the river 
four miles front and two, back one half, forthe use of Alzira, the other 
half for the use of Sophia, daughters of Samuel Mitchell, by Molly, a 
Chaktaw woman. The latter reserve to be subject to the same laws 
and regulations as may be established in the cireumjacent country; and 
the said Mingoes of the Chaktaws, request that the government of the 
United States may confirm the title of this reserve in the said Alzira 
and Sophia. : : 

Art. II, For and in consideration of the foregoing cession on the 
part of the Chektaw nation, and in full satisfaction for the same, the 
commissioners of the United States, do hereby covenant, and agree with 
the said nation in behalf of the United States, that the said States shall 
pay to the said nation fifty thousand five hundred dollars, for the fol- 
lowing purposes, to wit: . : 

Forty eight thousand dollars to enable the Mingoes to discharge the 
debt due to their merchants and traders; and also to pay for the depre- 
dations committed on stock, and other property by evil disposed persons 
of the said Chaktaav nation; two thousand five hundred dollars to be 

aid te John Pitchlynn, to compensate him for certain losses sustained 
in the Chaktaw country, and as a grateful testimonial of the nation’s 
esteem. And the said States shall also pay annually to the said Chak- 
taws, for the use of the nation, three thousand dollars in such goods (at 
neat cost of Philadelphia) as the Mingoes may choose, they giving at 
least one year’s notice of such choice.
